BRYAN AROUSES! THE 
CLERGY. 


May Ho Ceiiiured for H Slur Oust I'pun 


MiniHlars ill His IVllmiiigtoii Speech. 
Washington, 
Sept. 
20.—Since 
Mr. 


Bryan's visit to 'Wilminton, Del., on 
Monday night u number of clergymei. of 
thst city havo organized a crusade against 
him on account of a slur which they claim 
be cast upon the clergy of Delaware in 
liis speech at the Auditorium on that oc- 
casion. 
In tho report of Air. Bryan's 


speech given to tho newspapers,it hnppen- 
jd thai tba portion containing the refer- 
nice the clergy wag omitted, because it 
was regarded by tho newspaper mca as u 
repetition of what the candidate had said 
n farmer speeches on his tour, nnd, thcre- 
'oro, would be of no special interest. Tho 
omission of the paragraph was, however, 
•egarded by a coterie of youug clergymen 
it Wilmington as an attempt on tho part 
of Mr. Bryan to conceal what he had said 
n order not to invite tho animosity of 
ninisters toward him. Their vehemence 
jroko out liko a storm yesterday and sev- 
eral of them served notice that in their 
sermons nnxt Sunday they would answer 
Mr. Bryan from the pulpit and take him 
io task for daring ro impugn tbo honor 
and dignity of the clergy in such a man- 
ner. 


The excitement and agitation stirred 


ip by these youug ministers created so 
nuch interest in tho statement and im- 
utation'Mr. Bryan was charged with 
inving m.ido that the stenographer who 
.ad recorded his speech was asked to 
rnnscribo it. And this is what the trnus- 
riptinn gives us Mr. Bryan's attack upon 
ho clergy: 
" yj"ou will find in onr cities preachers 


f tho gospel enjoying every luxury thein- 
clvcs who arc indifferent to tho cries of 
istress wbich come up from tho mnsses 
f tho people. It was sald/if a princess of 
i foreign laud when some ono snlcl to her, 
the people are crying for bread,' that

What Are the Facts? 


Are these complaints well founded? Look 


at facts which nobody disputes. That thera 
has been a considerable foil in tho prices of 
nuiny articles KIIICB 1873 is certainly true. But 
vv:,s this fall caused by tho ao called dcrnone 
tizution of silver through tho act of 187.'J? Now, 
not to speak of other periods of our history, 
such afi the period from 1810 to 1S5J, everybody 
mows that there was a considerahlw full of 
prices, not only aa to agricultural produt)ts— 
cotton, for instance, dropped from SI a pound 
ui 1BG4 to 17 cents in 1871—but in many kinds 
of-industrial products before 187X What hap- 
pened hoforo 1873 cannot have been caused by 
what I'appened in 1S73L This is clour. The 
shrinkage after 187J may, therefore, havu been 
caused by somethinjr else. 


Another thing in equally clear. Whenever a 


change in tho price:* of com modi tics is caused 
ay n change in supply or dun.)and, or both, 
then it may affect different articles different- 
y. Thus wheat may rise in price, the supply

time, cotton raay decline m price, the supply

diango of prices takes place in consequence of 
a grunt chanffo in the purchasing power of the 
money of tbe country, especially when that 
change is sudden, then tho effect must be 
equal, or at least approximately so, as to all 
articles that are bought or sold with that 
money.

Pruuiduut 
Jefferson stopjjed the coinage of silver dollar* 
in 180(3. From 17HJ1 to IfaTS, aside from fruction- 
al currency— which .sineo 185IJ W;H only limited 
leftul tender—only about 8,00(»;000 of silver dol- 
lars were coined. Thuy wens HO scarce that 
you would hanlly uwr see one except in 11 
curiosity hhop as a raro coin. 


There was constant trouble with the legal 


ratio between (jolcl and bilver, which could 
not bo H<J fixed as to keep tho two niL-taln to- 
gether in circulation. Onco one of them would 
be driven uut of the country uud then the 
other. Mnanwhilo over $1,000,000,000 of gold 
coin was coined, aud since 1853 gold was hub- 
atuntially tlie only full legal tuudur money in 
actual circulation. And thosu were oxcep- 
tioiutlly ]}i*ospcrou8 limes, Then tlie civil w.ir 
cunio uud ij-.vcpt all our metallic money out uf 
Might. Paper money took its place, and in that 
condition wo. wens in IrfTIl, when thu famous 
act of 18*U w.is pawsiid.

Why, it 
was simply an act revising our coinage, laws- 
and providing among other things thut certain 
silver coins should bu struck to be legal tcndei 
iu tho p'lynitintoi d.'bUonly to u small amount.

with their dependents It may. for aught we 
know, amount to J15.000.000 or $30,000,000. Who 
are the debtore of these creditors? The sav- 
toKa banks had, accordinft to the reports of 
1894, 
loaned ont about one-tiaU of the money 
deposited -with them oa reai estate mortgages 
and invested the other half in United States 
bonds, state, county and municipal bonds and 
railroad and other bonds and stocks. The in- 
vestments of the life insurance companies 
were about proportionately the same. The in- 
vestments in real estate mortgages are always 
preferably in large amounts, on property be- 
longing to comparatively wealthy persons or 
to business corporations. Thna the debtors to 
these creditors belonging to the toiling masses 
are the United States, states-sad municipali- 
ties, railroad and other corporations and per- 
sons very much richer than the creditors. 
Here we have, then, rich debtors owing to 
many millions of poor creditors thousands of 
millions of dollars. 


The silver orators pretend that tney have the 


toiling masses greatly at heart and that free 
oinageiato be introduced mainly for their 
benefit. How do they tako care of the toiling 
masses in this case? By bringing us down 
ipon the silver basis they simply cut down 
he thousands of millions of invested savings 
>f poor people to about oOcents on the dollar. 
And for whose benefit is this done? For the 
leneflt of the debtors of these poor people, who 
will gain about 50 cents on the dollar. And 
who are they ? Aside from the United States 
and the states and municipalities, those 
lebtors are railroad and other corporations 
and more or less rich men, whom our silver 
riends profess to abhor very much as belong- 
ng to the -'money power." Thus will tho 
ilver standard ble«d tbopoor creditor for the 
Hmefit of the rich debtor. May not the toll- 
ng masses prny heaven to deliver them of the 
;rec coinagu friends? 


How the People's Savings Will Faro. 
And what have these friends to say in their 


own defense? I will again let Mr. Bryan's New 
fork oration speak. Ho says first, with regard 
;o the insurance companies, "Since the total 
jremiums received exceed the total loft.es paid, 
k rising standard must be of more benefit to 
he companies than to the policy holders." 
3ow wise! And that the companies may not 
mvc tins benefit ho proposes by tho silver 
standard to strip the policies of the policy 
holders of nearly half their value! But docs 
not Mr, Bryan kiaov; that most of these coin- 
mnies are mutual insurances, and that what 
Benefits or injures the companies therefore 
jenefits or injures thu policy holders? 
As to the saving bunk depositors he says. 
Under a gold standard there is increasing 


danger that tho savings bank depositors will 
ose their deposits because of the inability of 
:ho banks to collect their assets." And to 
avert this danger Mr. Bryan adv]DCS a policy 
which would, by the introduction of the silver 
standard, at onco cut down tho value of those 
assets to 50 cents on the dollar. Ho further 
eays, ''-If the gold standard is to continue in- 
lefinitely, the depositors in savings banks may 
m compelled to withdraw their deposits in 
order to pay living expenses." Indeed! It ia 
a remarkable fact that since 1873, the year of 
:he great cnrne, until lbl'5, during the period 
when we had to suffer all the calamities of tho 
fold standard, the deposits in savings banks 
bave, instead of being withdrawn for living 
expenses, increased—positively increased— 
much over 81,000,000,000. And they would 
nave increased still more had not some deposit 
ors withdrawn their deposits, not for living 
expenses, but to send them to Europe for safe- 
ty, out of the way of Mr. Bryan and other 
trinnds of the toiling masses, They will 110 
doubt bring that money back as soon as Mr. 
Bryan is beaten. 


Let us go on. Almost every man in active 


business i.sa debtor and a creditor at the samo 
time—every merchant, every manufacturer, 
a creditor to his customers and a debtor to 
those from whom he buys.

But we aro told tbut the Bryan panic cannot 


last forever; that finally tho business of tho 
country will adjust itself to tho silver b^sis; 
that thVn unrest will cuast*. find that confidence 
and prosperity will return. No, the unrest 
will not cease, for with the establishment of 
the silver basis will come the disappointment 
of those who brought it on, 


The ultimate result is not at all uncertain. 


After a period of infinite confusion, disaster, 
humiliation, buffering and misery the Amer- 
ican people will at la-st regain sanity of mind 
and arrive again at some very simple conclu- 
sions: That, if you call a peck a bushel, you 
will havo inoro bushels, but not more grain; 
if you call a foot a 'yard, you will have more 
yards, but not more cloth; if you call n, square 
rod an acre, you will have moru acres, but 
not more land, and if you call 50 cents or J 
cent or a bit of paper, a dollar, you will 
have more dollars, but not more wealth—in- 
deed, a great deal less chance for wealth, for 
you will bave far less credit, because far less 
honesty. We shall then have learned again 
that the wit of man cannot—although insanity 
tries very hard—invent an economic system 
under which everything you have to sell will 
be dear and everything you have to buy wiK 
be cheap. And having got hold of these very, 
very simple truths, the American people will 
then in sackcloth and ashes repont of this in- 
sane free coinage debauch. They will thei 
recognize how wiso the great civilized nations 
were in adopting the only money in our days 
capable of being the money of the world's 
commerce as their own money. We shall theu 
be sufficiently cured of prejudice to observe 
that under that monetary system those na- 
tions have on the whole prospered, notwith- 
standing serious evils and drawbacks undeJ 
which we do not labor, and that tho rate of in- 
terest is lowest where the gold standard baa 
existed longest. We shall then understand thai 
it is a good thing to have tho necessaries o; 
life in plenty and cheap; to have wages rising 
and payable in money that does not deceive 
to have capital inspired with confidence in tho 
value of money, and therefore eager to go oui 
in investment or enterprise. We shall then 
readily acknowledge how foolish we were 
from the very beginning of our silver experi 
ments in throwing away our gold for silver, 
by which we lost confidence, credit and pros 
perity. Chastened by adversity, we shall theu 
no longer be tempted to repc-at such nonsense 
but with laborious and painful effort we shall 
work our way back to that money standarc 
which will insure stability and confidence at 
home and enable us to trade with the nations 
of the world on equal terms. 


It is not my habit to boast of a warm hear 


for tho poor and suffering. But my sympathy 
is no less sincere because I do not carry my 
love and solicitude for tho common people 
constantly at my tongue's end. If there bo 
those who are satisfied with everything tha' 
exists, I am not one of them. There are few, i 
any, who abhor that which may properly be 
called plutocracy or detest the arrogance o: 
wealth more heartily than I do. I know, also 
that the industi^al developments of our time 
bave brought hardship to some classes of peo 
pie which only the more sagacious, active ant 
energetic among them havo been able to 
counterbalance profitably with its benefits 
There are laws and practices which, had I the 
power, I would promptly change, in tho Inter 
est of common justice and equity. But be- 
cause £ am BO minded^ I must oppose to the 
utmost a policy which, I am convinced, wil 
immeasurably aggravate existing evils. I also 
know full well that a large majority of those 
who support free coinage are honest and wel" 
meaning citizens, wishing to do right. Bu 
because I know this, my blood stirs with in 
diguatiou when I see the unscrupulous efforts 
made to goad them (in to their destruction 
I have witnessed in my long life ten presi 
dential campaigns, but never one in which the 
appeals to- prejudice, passion and cupidity 
were BO reckless and the speculation upon as 
sumed popular ignorance or rascality so an 
dacious and wicked. Some'of the silver era 
tors actually Rpeak as if they believed th< 
American people to be born fools or knaves 
or both. 


Sectional and Clacui Prejudice. 


They seek to exclto the people of the wesl 
against the east because, as Mr. Bryan saic 
in the Chicago convention, the east injurious- 
ly interferes with tho business of the west. 
Aye, the east has interfered with western 
business, butj how? In helping to build west- 
ern railroads, to dig western canals, to set up 
western telegraphs, to establish western fac- 
tories, to build up western towns, to move 
western crops, Co allay western distress caus- 
ed by fire, flood or drought. Has this served 


to enrich the eastT Yea, and BO it has auric*- j 
ed the west. Their wealth and greatness h»re • 
teen mutually built up by tfao harmonious co- 
peration of their brawn and brain and money 
ost as the "blood oC the cast and ihe west 
ningled on the common battlefields of' the re- 
public. And now cornea this young man, as if 
v& had not suffered enough from sectional 
strife, and talks of "enemy's conntryl" 


They seek to excite wbnt they call "the 
joor" against what thpy call "the rich"—in 
his land of great opportunities lor oil, where, j 
now as ever, so many of the poor of yesterday 
aro among the rich of today and BO many of 
he rich of today may bu among the poor of to* 
norrow. Their candidate for the presidency 
)resented a characteristic spectacle when sorae 
ime ago he was kindly shown over the farm 
of the governor of New York, who is himself 
an example of the poor country boy risen by 
able and honest effort to affluence and distinc- 
ion, aud when that candidate then straight- 
A'sy in a public speech drexv invidious com- 
mrisons between the elegant houses on tho 
Judaon and the poor cabins in the west— 
teaching not the true American lesson of BUC- 
ess won by honest industry, thrift aad enter- 
prise, but the lesson that those who have suc- 
ceeded less Bhould hate and fight those who 
mve succeeded' more—a lesson utterly ua- 
Americau, uupatriotic and abominable! 


They tell the farmer—moat cruel deception, 


—that he must and will be made independent 
of the world abroad, while year alter year 
from $500,000,000 to S70Q,000,000 worth of our 
agricultural products must seek the foreign 
market to find purchasers and while nothing 
will hurt the farmer more than a serious im- 
pairment of the great home market by a buai- 
less crisis. 


False Friends of Labor. 


They proclaim themselves tho special cham- 


pions of tho toiling musses, while their policy 
would rob the laboring man of half of his sav- 
ings and grievously curtail the value of his 
wages. Am I asked, if the silver standard 
will relatively reduce wages, why BO many 
employers of labor aro opposed to it? The 
reason is obvious, because, aside from all con- 
siderations of sentiment, tho prudent employ- 
ers of labor know that they would lose vastly 
more through the disastrous disturbance of 
business sure to be caused by n free coinage 
victory than they could possibly gain by the 
cheapuning of labor. And would not tho toiling 
masses suffer most from that disturbance of 
business? Ho is a traitor to the laboring man 
who tells him that lie can profit by the ruin 
of hU en-ploy or. 
The agitators denounce the gold standard as 


tho device of monarohs and aristocrats, 
while the history of the world teaches that 
from time immemorial it was a favorite trick 
of unscrupulous despots to lloeee their subjects 
by debasing the coin of tho realm, and that 
those who out of the monetary confusion 
evolved fixed standards of values and money 
that would not cheat havo always boon rank- 
ed among the most meritorious benefactors of 
mankind and especially of the poor and weak. 


They seek to inflame tho vanity of the Amer- 


ican people by telling them that we are great 
and strong enough to maintain any monetary 
system wo liko and to keep up tho vuluo of 
our money without regard to all tho world 
abroad—while our own history teaches us that 
a century ago the American people were 
strong enough to shake off tho yoke of Great 
Britain, "nut not strong enough to Bave their 
continental money from declining iu value to 
nothing; that in recent times tho American 
people were strong unough to subdue a gigan- 
tic rebellion, but not strong enough to keep 
an indefinite issue «f e^ec'ntjack.s at par, and 
that this republic may bo able to conquer tho 
world, but it will not be able to make twice 
two five or to make itself richer by watering 
its currencyi 


They BpL'ak of the silver dollar as the money 


of tho constitution, whilo th«y must know 
that thero is not one singlo word in the con- 
btitution which, honestly interpreted, could 
justify such a claim. 


They invoke for their causo the names of 


Jefferson and Jackson, while- every reader of 
hiatory knows that ,T"fferson and Jaekson 
would have stood aghant at tht-ir wild scheme 
of creating by law a tnlsu value nnd would 
have kicked out of their proscnec UH n public 
nuisance any one seriomly iwlvocatmj? it. 
Such things the 1'rt-e coiiKiL'o ajrit.itor-; toll 
tho Aniuruuiii people, assuming them to bo 
without intelligence. Far worso are th« ap- 
peals they address tu them, assuming thorn to 
be without moral sense. 


Immoral Pleas. 


They have been tntu-Iung tho pcoplo that 


because the prices of wheut and other things 
hnvu fallen about one-half since the HO called 
demonetization year, 1S73—I havo shown why 
those prices havo fallen—it is not equitable 
that debtors should bo held to pay more than 
half the amount of their debts in gold, that 
they should bo released in correspondence 
with the decline of prices, and that it would 
therefore bo right to reduce by free silver 
coinage tho value of the debt paying money 
by one-half. 
• 


Subject the principle to a simple test. When 


I contract a debt, I owe what it is mutually 
understood that I am to pay. Our whole busi- 
ness life and social fabric, all human inter- 
cours?, rests upon the binding force of such 
uudsl-standings. Unless it be expressly under- 
stood, has the debtor tho slightest right or 
reason to demand that the creditor shall be 
satisfied with a Jess amount in payment if 
wheat or cotton or something else had mean- 
while declined in price? If so, would not the 
creditor also have the right to demand that 
tho debtor should pay more in proportion if 
wheat or cotton or something else meanwhile 
had risen in price? If neither of them had 
thought of proposing or of accepting so adven- 
turous u contract, how can such claims be jus- 
tified if based upon a more secret mental res- 
ervation or an arbitrary afterthought? Is il 
nut monstrous that such an assumption ehoulrl 
bo taken as a warrant for the reduction at 
one sweep of nil debts by u debasement of the 
standard of value? 


And yet he who has watched the free coin- 


age agitation knows that just this appeal to 
debtors is one of its main allurements. Listen 
to their speeches, read their literature, and you 
meet ever recurring—now in soft spoken cir- 
cumlocution, now in sly suggestion, now in 
the language of brazen cynicism—the promise 
that free coinage will enable the debtor to' get 
rid of his obligations by paying only a part of 
them. It is a scheme of wanton repudiation 
of private as woll as public debts, not as if wo 
could not pay in full, bul because we wouhj 
prefer not to pay in full—tho practice resorted 
to by tho fraudulent bankrupt—and this sanc- 
tioned by law, as a part of our national policy. 


The Coining Verdict. 


Follow citi7,ens, think this out. Tt is a grave 


matter—a matter of vital import to the exist- 
ence of this nation. The father who teaches 
Much moral principles to his children educates 
them for fraud, dishonor and the penitentiary. 
The public men who teach such moral princi- 
ples to the people educate the people for the 
contempt and abhorrence of mankind. Tho 
nation that accepts such moral principles can- 
not live. It will rot to death in the loathsome 
stow of its own corruption. If the nation ac- 
cepting such moral principles be this republic, 
it will dual » blow to tho credit of democratic 
institutions frutn -which the cause of free gov- 
ernment will not recover for centuries. 


But, thank God, the American people will 


n*sver accept such moral principles. Tho 
.American people win, before election day ar- 
r' ves, have fully discovered what all this 
treans. They will'indignantly repeal the nu- 
si«»akuble insult offered to them by the poli- 
ticians who have dared to ask for the votes 
of honest men upon the offer of such u bitit. 
They will know how to resent the deep dis- 
giaco inflicted upon the nation in the eyes ol 
the wholu world by those Americans who ex- 
hibited their own belief that the American 
people were.! capable of taking such a bait. 


Mr. Bryan has a taste far Scriptural ill 


tration. Ho will remember how Christ was 
taken up on a high mountain and promised ail 
the glories of the world if he would fall down 
and worship the devil. He will also remember 
what Christ answered. So the tempter now 
takes the American people up the mountain 
and says, "I will take from yon half of your 
debts if you will worship me." But then 
bravo old Uncle Sam rises up in all his dig- 
nity, manly pride, and honest wrath, aud 


* speaks in thunder tones: "Get thee behind 
me, Satan 1 For it id written that than shall 
worship only the God of truth, lionor and 
righteousness, and him alone ahalt thuu 
serve." 
This will be.thtt voice of the American peo- 
ple on the Set qf November. And the stare and 
stripes will continue, to ware tajMtefilnd, honor- 
able and honored among the banners of man- 
kind.

1'iitcd selection by tho Gorman Lutheran 
land, Captain LytJo, chairman of the 
RepuUiran county contra! committee, 
c.illcfl the meeting to order and presented 
Henry Metis of tho Fourth ward McKinley 
club to introduce Co.ouel btummmg. 
Mr. Mot/ bpoko in Germ.in, and said ho 
Irid known Mr M/omming %vhon ho lived 
iu Dubnqne, Iowa, that he had always 
been a He-publican; that ho had gone into 
tbo lato war as u private and had romo 
out a-, a colonel, earning the promotions 
for his bravery in fighting for freedom 
,ind the preservation of the Union, and 
that ho had twice icp7e«e!itul his district 
in the Illinois legislative. 


C'oloncl Stemming was received with 


enthusiasm, and for over an hour he ad- 
dressed tho attentive assemblage in the 
German language. lie covered patriot- 
ism, love of country and a stable govern- 
ment and tha money question, tracing 
he coinage laws in 11 plain manner from 
the earliest history of tho country down 
to tho present time. Ho pointed out in 
emphatic terms what would result iu case 
thu free silver people were successful at 
the polls—how pold would bo driven out 
of the country, how factories would close 
and distress and 
want would come. 


Colonel Stemming bogged his audience 
to remember what Bismarck 
said about 


the free coinage of silver iu 1871 when 
he disapproved of tbe policy.' Ihey were 
also reminded that Austria and Hungary 
after trying the free silver policy were 
comijelled to borrow $5,000,000 to get 
back upon » gold basis. Ttio history of 
Germans in American and how they re- 
sponded to Lincoln's call for troops was 
mentioned and that the Germans thought 
as much of this country as they did tho 
fatherland. A most convincing point 1)3 
made was when he told of tbe premium bo 
found upon the American dollar In Ger- 
many when he was there two years ago. 
Mr. Stemming called special attention to 
the Populistic and disturbing utterances 
of Bryan and plainly indicated that he 
either didn't know what be was talking 
about or was going about in tbe vain 
hope of winning votes by posing as a 
sensatioalist, appealing to tho prejudices 
of tbo people and ranging clans against 
class. He urged tbe people to vote the 
Republican ticket to rout tbe Populists 
and all who would bring distress In the 
land. Throughout his address Colonel 
Stemming wns accorded tbe closest atten 
tiou. All were delighted to bear the po 
lltical issues presented In tbeir native 
tongue.
